I only ed with Ted Fut 
on’ asion: It was about a 
month after Hurricane-Andrew 
roared’ through southern Mia 
mi-Dade County. Fujita, had 
taken a tour of thé damage 


sue a report. He presented his 
findings to a weather conven- 
tion in Chicago: 


I called -Fujita because I, 


wanted a copy of his report. He 


told me that he didn't have a- 


copy because the entire report 
was “In my head.” 

I shouldn't have been sur- 
prised because what was in his 
head changed the course of me- 
teorology. Ted Fujita, the mete- 
orologist who devised the stan- 
dard for measuring the 
strength of tornadoes and dis- 


covered microbursts and their 


links to plane crashes, died late 
last year. 

“Ted's achievements were so 
fundamental and so frequent 
that sit is hard to imagine 
where severe storm meteorolo- 
gy would be today without 
him,” said Tom Grazulis, the 
Diregtor of the Tornado Project, 
an ongoing research effort into 
tornadoes based in Oklahoma. 

Born in 1920 in Japan, Fuji- 
ta came to the United States in 
joining the University of 
icago as a research associ- 
ate. Almost immediately, he be- 
gan to make a difference. 

“Hé began analyzing single 
thunderstorms the way larger 
systems had been studied -for

“At long last, we hada way to 
distinguish tornado damage 
from damage df non-tornadic 
wihds,” said Grazulis. 

Fujita blamed a microburst 
for the 1975 Eastern Airlines 
Flight 66 crash at New York's 
Kennedy Airport. The discov- 
ery, controversial for years be- 
fore it became accepted among 
meteorologists, led to installa- 
tion of Doppler radar at air- 
ports to improve safety. 

“One of Ted’s fortes has been 
to make it ‘look easy’, to take 
the most bewildering assort- 
ment of damage and wind, and 
make such simple sense out of 
it,” said Grazulis. “That ability 
is the mark of a true genius.” 

I had a brief glimpse of that 
genius. during my phone con- 
versgtion with Fujita. He pa- 
tiently explained his research 
of Hurricane Andrew, answer- 
ing each of my questions com- 
pletely. e 

It was a short conversation -

When 71-year-old Verton Gay D went to the 
Lifetime Cardiac Rehab Center in Ocala, he had 
just undergone bypass surgery followed by back 
surgery, and walking was causing him excruci- 
ating pain. It seemed he would have to give up 
living a life he was familiar with. 

At the rehab center, he found a new program 
developed by University of Florida researcher 
Christine Stopka. Today, Mr. Gay walks normal- 
ly and in fact spends 40 minutes a day on a 
treadmill. 

“I'm still working a half-day every day,” he 
said. “The other half, I do gardening and work 
in my workshop. I'm always active.” 
~ He is not alone. Similar programs arein place 
throughout Florida and as far away ás Israel. 

Mr. Gay credits his recovery to UF 
researchers who have found a virtually pain- 
free way to.increase'the average walking dis- 
tance of patients with inadequate blood flow to 
their legs by an average of 460 percent. That's 
more than twice the national average for simi- 
lar treatments, according to the Journal of the 
Americán Medical Association. 

“Think how we could change the way people 
exercise and feel about themselves,” said Chris- 
tine Stopka, a professor in UF's department of 
exercise and sport sciences, 

Prof. Stopka has been conducting research 
since 1991 with patients who suffer from inter- 
mittent claudication, the development of pain in 
the legs due to inadequate blood flow. The 
method her team of researchers tested differs

“Our women patients say that the pain of 
exercising past the threshold of pain is as 
intense as giving birth,” said Prof. Scott, a 
senior research career scientist at Gainesville’s 
Veterans Administration Medical Center. “No 
normal human being wants to push himself to 
this excruciating pain three times a week for 
the rest of his life.” A 

Prof. Stopka has implemented a program that 
is virtually pain-free, and during the past six 
years, UF researchers have trained 49 partici- 
pants for'an average of 9.4 weeks each. 

In Prof. Stopka's program, patients partici- 
pate in low-intensity treadmill walking. They 
begin at about 1 mph and slowly have the tread 
speed increased as they walk. At the first sign 
of pain, the speed is reduced as needed until the 
patient feels the pain subside, and then the 
speed is increased until the patient feels a 
tightness or paín again. 

“Other programs are just doing the same 
things that are causing the pain to begin with,” 
Prof. Stopka said. 

“They are walking too fast for the available 
blood flow, which leads to painful symptoms. 
Tm trying to show that we can exercise these 
folks efficiently and with a lot less pain by suing 
a lower endurance approach,” she said. 

Prof. Stopka's study has been published in the 
Journal of Sports Medicine and Physical Fit- 
ness as well as Palaestra, a journal for people 
with disabilities. She currently is awaiting'
